Very Rare. The Tabula Terre Nove is the famous “ Admiral’s Map ” or Hydro- 
graphie Portugaise, considered by some to have been the actual work of Columbus, by 
others of Cabral, by others of Vespucci ; but most probably by the first of the three. 

This and the mappemonde which precedes it (“Orbis typus vniversalis iuxta hydro- 
graphorum traditionem,” in which the New World is also represented) were published 
for the first time in 1513 at Strassburg, aud appear for the second time, impressed from 
the original blocks, in the re-issue of 1520. Not only may the Ptolemy of 1513-20 be 
said to contain the Editio Princeps of the Admiral’s Map, but it would even be 
correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all the later reproductions, 
except of course modern facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522.
